First Taste of Blood Maddens. 


“Look at that,” some one cried, in a 
twinkling white men boarded the car and 
threw the negroes into the midst of the mob, 
where one was cut to death and the other 
fatally beaten. The mobgerm was evidently 
in the atmosphere, for in less than three 
minutes after the initial outbreak on Marri- 
etta street there came reports of mobs at- 
acking negroes in more than a dozen sections 
of the city. 

The stories were al] the same. The whites 
“would see a negro and cry, “‘ There’s one of 
the black fiends who assault our women!” 
ard in a few minutes the negro would be 
dead or beaten into insensibility. There was 
no question of the negro’s guilt or innocence. 
He was simply one of the race that was lay- 
ing hands on white women, and that fact 
doomed him. As a matter of fact, no one 
believes that a single gufity negro was killed 
by the mob. The victims paid the penalty 
for being negroes when the white temper 

because of attacks by negroes op 
“white women. 
For four hours the mob spirit reveled in a 
. Saturnalia. On Peachtree street, the aris- 
tocratic thoroughfare of the city, the pave- 
ments in many places bore pools of biood 
where negroes were shot, stabbed, or beaten. 
At‘ 10 o'clock this morning traces of blood 
and brains were to be found in certain spots 
sheltered from the rain. 


Carnage ina Barber Shop. - 


One of the worst battlesof the night took 
place around the postoffice. Here the mob, 
yelling for blood, rushed upon a negro barber 
shop just across from the federal building. 
“ Get ‘em, get ’em all!’ With this for their 
slogan the crowd, armed with heavy clubs, 
canes, revolvers, several rifles, stones, and 
weapons of every description, made a rush 
upon the negro barber shop. The two ne- 
gro barbers working at their chairs made no 
effort to meet the mob. One man held up 
both hands, a brick caught him in the face, 
end at the same time shots were fired. Both 
men fell to the floor. 

The bodies of both barbers were first kicked 


by Officer Williams of the Whiting police force.

We will not ask any offices for our- 
selves, ag we do not wish to establish the 
precedent of obtaining control by revolution, 
but we must clean out the rotten past and 
compel obedience to the constitution. We 
ghall remodel the constitution as soon as pos- 
sible to remedy existing evils and prevent 
future frauda.”’

PEACE REGRETTED IN HAVANA. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

HAVANA, Sept. 23.—All classes now are 
waiting for the commission’s decision under 
which: tranquillity likely will be restored in 
Cuba, and keen disappointment is expressed 
on every siae because of the likelihood of 
peace being brought about without armed 
American intervention. That the differences 
of the opposing factions could be reconciled

Basis for Negotiations. 


Among the other callers at Marianao today 
were Gens. Menocal and Agramonte, who 
congratulated Messrs. Taft and Bacon on 
their success in bringing the moderate and 
the liberal leaders to a realization of the 
necessity of each making some concessions, 
The veterans evidenced sympathy with many 
of the principles for which the insurgents 
took up arms. They suggested that the first 
basis of the negotiations should be for the 
revision of the Cuban constitution, alleging 
that it confers too much power and too little 
responsibility upon the members of the cab- 
inet. 

* Cubans are too hotbiooded to be given 
unlimited powers,’ said Gen. Menocal. He 
deciared that the present trouble resulted 
from the dissatisfaction over the actions of 
the present and the former secretaries of the 
interior. 

The nearest insurgent camp, near La Lisa, 
just west of Marianao, was visited today by 
great crowds of Havanese. Encouraged by 
the reports that peace was imminent, the 
people for the first time dared to gratify their 
curiosity and to show their great sympathy 
with the revolutionary cause. Although it 
was raining this afternoon, this did not 
dampen the ardor of those who wished to 
visit the insurgents.

Great Britain that the United States should 
enunciate a principle, which later. crystal- 
liged into the Monroe doctrine, Thomas Jef- 
ferson made the following observation: 

“IT candidly confess that I have ever looked 
on Cuba as the most - interesting addition 
which could ever be made te our system 
of states. The control which, with Florida, 
this island would give us over the gulf of 
Mexico, and the countries and isthmus bor- 
dering on it, as well as all those whose waters 
flow into it, would fill up the measure of our 
political well being. Yet, as 1 am sensible 
that this can never be obtained, even with 
her own consent, but by war, and ag her 
independenee, which is our second interest, 
and especially her independence of England, 
can be secured without it, I have no hesita- 
tion at abandoning my first wish to future 
chances, and accepting its independence 
with the peace and friendship of England, 
rather than its association, at the expense of 
a war and her enmity.’ 


Still Preparing for Trouble. 

In spite of the encouraging news that came 
this morning that Secretary Taft and Act- 
ing Secretary Bacon might be able after all 
to patch up a peace between the Palma gov- 
ernment and the insurgents, the fighting bu-

‘Talk of Extra Session. 


This feature of the situation, as-well asthe 
desire to obtain congressional ‘for 


the policy of force which may become neces- 
sary, is responsible for the spread of the 
view that an extra session of congress 
should be called. The president will not do 
this, if he does it at all, until the failure of 
the Taft mission definitely is established. 
President Roosevelt had arranged to wit- 
ness the target practice by the North Atlan- 
tic fleet on Thursday, but it is extremely 
doubtful if he will carry out this intention. 
He has notified the White house that he will 
be back in Washington on Monday of next 
week, and the mansion is being put In con- 
dition for occupancy. By the time of the 
president's return Cuba’s fate probably will 
have been settled. 

It is possible that the situation may drag 
on as it did in the Philippines before the in- 
surrection against the United States In 1899. 
American troops may enter the island and 
a kind of armed truce prevail between them 
and the insurgents, which would be broken, 
perhaps, by the firing of a shot, as was the 
case at Manila on Feb: 4, 1899. The Cubans 
would hardly consent to disarm when they 
loék upon their weapons as an essential 
part of their costume, and the United States 
could not permit thousands of men to be 
roaming about with arms in their hands. 


Bigger Navy Needed. 


The general board of the navy at its meet- 
ing this week will take up the question of 
the Cuban situation, especially with respect 
to the larger questions which are growing 
out of it. The board will consider the sub- 
ject of an increase of the navy and no mat- 
ter what may be said by the president, by 
congress, or by any one else, it has decided 
that its duty is to recommend the construc- 
tion’ of as many additional men of war as 
the present and future interests of the United 
States may require. 

The general board recommended last year 
the authorization of three additional battle- 
ships of 18,000 tons each, but congress only 
directed the preparation of plans for one 
battleship which should be more formidable 
than the famous Dreadnought recently 
built for the British service. 

There is reason to believe that the board 
will renew its recommendation for three 
big ships, not because vessels of this type 
can ever be used for service against Cubans 
or Filipinos, but because they will be valua- 
bie in preparing the United States to meet 
a foreign foe in consequence of complications 
arising out of the turbulent operations of 
the natives of our tropiouMdependencies.

CHICAGO BOSS AT BUFFALO TO AT- 
TEND CONVENTION. 


Denies That He and J. FP. Hopkins 
Are Doing Any Wire Palling For or 
Against Empire State Democrats, 
but Merely Are on Scene to Visit 
Norman E. Mack, National Commit- 
teeman — Sullivan Refers to Con- 
troversy with Bryan. 


Buffalo, N. Y., Sept. 23.—[Special.}]— 
Among many. democrats from other states 
who arrived today to attend Tuesday’s state 
convention were Roger C, Sullivan, national 
committeeman for IHinois, and John P. Hop- 
kins of Chicago. While Sullivan and Hop- 
kins are not in love with Bryan, neither have 
they an sort of affection for Hearst. 

Sullivan and Hopkins protested against 
any political Interpretation being put upon 
their visit. .Hopkins said he was a Buffaio 
boy originally, and had come here to see his 
old friend, Norman E. Mack, democratic na- 
tional committeeman for New York. BSulli- 
van said he had come along with his old 
friend Hopkins merely for company. Mack, 
Sullivan, and Hopkins hed many talks to- 


gether. 
Just to See Old Friend Mack. 

Mack did not visit Max Ihmsen, Hearst's 
chief .political manager, but Sullivan, Hop- 
kins, and Ihmsen were happy and hearty to- 
gether as you please. They chatted and 
laughed and adjourned to spots where they 
could talk seriously, but after all these talks 
Sullivan and Hopkins continued to protest 
that they were only here to see their old 
friend, Mack, who has recorded his disappro- 
bation of Hearst as the democratic candidate 
for governor, because Hearst allowed him- 
self to be nominated by a guerrilla conven- 
tion. 

Sullivan's attention was called to a dispatch 
from Chicago which stated he had come to 
Buffalo for the purpose of fighting Hearst’s 
nomination. 

“That dispatch is an error,’’ said Sullivan 
this afternoon, “for the reason I could not 
well follow the example of Mr. Bryan. I 
have just had a controversy with Bryan 
because I objected to his meddling in the af- 
fairs of our state. Bryan took Illinois demo- 
crats to task because they have sustained me 
officially as democratic national commit- 
teeman. It would be manifestly improper for 
me -to come here and prestme to advise my 
old friend Mack or any other of the demo- 
crats here assembled what course they 
should pursue in their convention. I am 
only here as a looker-on. I came aléng with 
Brother Hopkins to see Brother Mack.” 


Hopkins Indorses Roger. 


Hopkins, standing beside Sullivan, said: 

“That's right. Sullivan is giving you the 
real goods. I came along to see Mack and 
my old friend John J. Kennedy, who, I am 
glad to see, has been selected democratic 
state committeeman for Erie county.” 

Both Sullivan and Hopkins said their in- 
terviews with Hearst's chief political man- 
agers had nothing whatever to do with the 
political situation here. It should be remem- 
bered, however, that most democrats of the 
nation have learned to look upon both 8ul- 
livan and Hopkins as handy men. They did 
not say so in so many words, but they rather 
intimated. that Hearst’s ticket In Cook coun- 
ty this fall might turn Chicago over to the 
republicans . by (20,000 majority. Hearst, 
therefore, is said to be extending his move- 
ment in the effort to disintegrate the demo- 
cratic party in every state in thé union and 
bring about his own nomination for president 
in 1908 at the hands of a Hearst reorganized 


democracy. : 


FOREIGN COMMERCE OF U. S. 
CROSSES $3,000,000,000 LINE 


Increase Is Distributed Through Large 
Class of Articles--Canned Beef and 
Cotton Fall Off. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 23.—The foreign 
commerce of the United States has crossed 
the $8,000.000,000 line. In the twelve months 
ending with August the imports were $1,254, - 
899,735 and the exports $1,7509.417,808, a total 
for the twelve months of $3,013,.817,633. 

The imports have exceeded $100,000,000 in 
practically every month of the last year, but 
August is usually a light month for imports, 
and thus the record of more than $100,000.000 
for the month of August is made for the first 
time in the figures of the month just ended, 
which show imports of $105,588,604, against 
$96,000,000 in August of 1805. The export 
figures for August amounted to $129,454,760, 
against $118.000,000 in August, 1905. 

The growth of commerce is distributed 
through a large class of articles. Meat and 
dairy products exported amounted to $16,- 
768.067, against $14,212,278 in August of last 
year and $11,210,518 in August, 1904. Canned 
beef, however, shows a marked decline com- 
pared with the corresponding months cf 
egriier years. Breadstuffs aggregated $13,- 
000,000, against $7,600,000 in the same month 
of 1905. Cotton, however, falls considerably 
ela tie nattoe: Loninet Wi 900.000 te 1906.

PHILADELPHIA’S REFOBM MAYOR 
TURNED ON BY HIS FRIENDS. 


Corruption Charges He Leveled at 
Strait Laced Citizens Compris- 
ing Purification Party Starts Re- 
bellion—He Declares War on Ev-~- 
ery One, and Is After All Official 
Heads That Show Disloyalty—First 
Batch in and Others on Their Way. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 23.—[{Special. ]— 
The political storm which Mayor Weaver 
blew up when he accused the city party of 
bribery and corruption in the nomination of 
D. Clarence Gibboney is assuming the pro- 
portions of a cyclone that will shake the city 
hal} from cellar to garret before it dies down. 

Following the resignation of Director Pot- 
ter and Assistant Director South of the de- 
partment of public safety yesterday, the 
resignations of Chief of Police Taylor and 
Director of Supplies Grier are promised for 
tomorrow. Before the week is out it is 
predicted that the city will experience a 
political revolution greater than that of May, 
a year ago. All because Mayor Weaver's 
personal friend, Frederick J. Shoyer, lost the 
nomination for district attorney. 

Superintendent of Police Taylor, who has 
been an ardent Gibboney man, will be given 
the choice of being discharged or giving evi- 
dence inan investigation now on foot to prove 
Mayor Weaver's charges of bribery in the 
convention, 

Robert J. McKenty, a former detective, 
has been appointed director of public safety 
in Potter’s place. 


Mayor Cause of Upheaval. 

In this overturning of political conditions, 
Mayor Weaver is absolutely alone. He is 
fighting the city party, which he created 
when he overthrew the Durham gang, as 
well as the remnants of that gang. The cause 
of the revolution is given thus: 

When Mayor Weaver led the opposition to 
the Durham gang theré was formed an or- 
ganization of refornfers known as the city 
party. This contained also a liberal leaven 
of practical politicians. The mayor was 
promised the district attorneyship nomina- 
tion for Shoyer, then director of supplies. 

When the campaign began several months 
ago Shoyer, on the strength of this promige, 
gave up his office as director. 

In the meantime Gibboney, who formerly 
was attorney for the Law and Order society, 
had risen in the favor of the practical wing of 
the party. 

Charges Reformers with Bribery. 

Primaries for the district attorneyship were 
held last week. A majority of the delegates 
was pledged to Shoyer. 

On the morning of the conventiom the ma- 
jority still stood, but after the recess Gib- 
boney showed unexpected strength. He re- 
ceived the nomination. 

Immediately the mayor charged the leaders 
of the city party, some of the most eminént 
reformers in Philadelphia, with bribery and 
corruption. He produced eighteen affidavits 
to prove his charges. These are now being 
investigated bya special committee from the 
convention. 

Already Mayor Weaver has brought enough 
evidence to show that the convention was at 
least tainted. 

Each side is doing its utmost to defeat the 
other. This ig shown by the alternative 
offered Chief of Police Taylor,. who, it is de- 
clared, could give damaging evidence con- 
cerning bribery. . 


Treat Weaver Contemptuously. 

To show the bitterness of feeling between 
the factions, the manner in which Taylor 
and Potter received their orders to go is 
illustrative. oes 


“I want you to resign,’’ the mayor said to. 


Chief Taylor. 

“Go to h—1!"” replied Taylor, turning on 
his heel. 

‘Why don’t you report to your superior 
officers? ’’ began the mayor to Director Pot- 
ter, whom he had not seen for five days, 

““Who is my superior officer?’ demanded 
Potter. ‘ 

“T am,” said the mayor.® 

“You're riot my superior in any way, 
shape, or form,” replied Potter, who there- 
after wrote his resignation on the back of his 
visiting card. 

Shoyer announced today that he was still 
a candidate. The situation is that the Gib- 
boney people have the city party organiza- 
tion, the mayor has the police and firemen 
for Shoyer, and the old organization has lit- 
tle except hope.

(he Rey. Frederick Hopkins 


Calls Winston Churchill a 
“Noisy Agitator.” 


SAYS “CONISTON” IS BAD. 


Declares the Book Glorifies Ras- 


eality and Is Full of 


Pessimism. 


The wrath of the Rev. 
kins, pastor of the Pilgrim Congregational 
church, descended last evening on Winston 
Churchill; the novelist, whom he called a 
“ noisy agitator,”’ “‘ rank pessimist,’ ** glori- 
fier of rascality,”" and ‘ poisoner of minds.” 
The subject of the pastor's discourse was 
“ Churchill's * Coniston,’ or Political Pipe 


Dreams.”’ 

“Churchill has joined the ranks of the 
grdisy agitators who speak with contempt of 
ail existing institutions,’ the minister said. 
* There is nothing established or respectable 
that they do not attack. Churchill says we 
have strayed away from 
He gays we 
eare in an era in which clever men ‘ crawl 
through the chinks in the constitution and 
eteal the people's chestnuts.’ 

“I don’t like the word ‘steal.’ By its use 
he says that the greatest and strongest men 
of the country, who have done the most in 
making the couhtry, are thieves. This isnot 
and cannot be trtle. 


His Philosophy a Delusion. 

“Churchill is above all a pessimist. We, 
as a nation, are making the greatest experi- 
ment in the history of the world, and we 
are a stupendous success, but Churchill can’t 
see it. His philosophy is. a delusion from the 
first. Everything should make us contented. 
When in-the history of the world bas a city 
like Chicago developed in so short a time? 
When has a state Jike Iiinois made such 
farms of its prairies?. When has such a na- 
tion as America’ grown Im-a century? . 

“ Could.we- have become as strong and 

great as we are if ‘we were as wicked as 
these pessimists would make us? I don’t 
see why any one should want to write a book 
to make people unhappy. 
“™ Churchill glorifies rascality and throwsa 
glamour of romance around a vicious char- 
acter. This is dangerouts. Vice in its re- 
pulsive form is not half so menacing as when 
in an attnactive guise. 


Insult to Intelligence. 

“A story like this is poison to the mind and 
no one ‘should allow himself to’ be. influ- 
enced by it. Jethro Bass, who succeeds and 
cortrois men, is a coarse, stuttering, vulgar 
country boor, of a sixteen House hamlet, and 
a great state allows itself to be ruled by him. 
It is an insult te the intelligénce and self- 
respect of @ great commonwealth to try to 
make it appear that such a thing is possible. 

“TdAncoln had Valandingham arrested in 
Indiana because he did the country an in- 
jury by preventing men from enlisting. I 
suppose most of these agitators would be 
giad@ of a chance to be arrested and to bea 
martyr. Sinclair ought to be happy on ac- 
count of the mem who have lost their jobs 
and their income for life as the result of his 
book. Pope said the only thing to be said 
im this case: ‘Noone but a gentleman could 


. ineult me, and a gentleman would not.’ ”’ 


Pastor Lauds an Infidel. 

The evolution of theology and the changes 
in religious views which have caused many 
orthodox ministers of today to approve the 
ideas which men of fifty years ago were 

denounced as infidels for proclaiming were 
-Giscussed in a sermon at All Souls’ church by 
' Jenkin Lloyd Jones. 

It wes Mr. Jones’ first sermon in Chicago 
since returning from his summer vacation, 
and he told of visiting the grave of a man 


“who was a noted infidel in the early days 


of Wisconsin. On the tomb were these lines, 
which Mr. Jones took for his text: 

He does well who does his best: 

Lat him rest. 


Once Despised; Now Hanored. 

“ When we remember the.intolerant cen- 
turies, reading history by the light of burning 
heretics,”’ he said, “ we see a great triumph 
even in this decorum of the graveyard. There 
at last even those bold deniers find honorable 
sepulture atongside of their believing neigh- 
bors. Their bones may rest in consecrated 
grcund. Their burial was honorable, and 
the epitaph of him who was born to be a lead- 
er of men is assented to by a chorus of grate- 
ful neighbors who may have disapproved of 
his agitation and who disbelieved in his 
affirmations, but were warned by his spirit 
and strengthened by his courage. 

**A survivor struck a deep truth when he 
said, ‘ No, we have not gone back to them, but 
they have come up to us. I cannot now get 
up a dispute with my neighbor, the Methodist 


‘parson, though I am ready. They no longer 


care to affirm what we so strenuously deny.’ 


Changes in Religious Belief. 

“Surely this also is the truth. Those in- 
fidels of fifty or more years ago vehemently 
denied what now no one cares to defend. 
They represented the first heroic protest 
against the atheism of a cursed world here 
and a flery hereafter, the Godless belief in 
God, represented by the five pronged iron 
spear of John Calvin, total depravity, eternal 
damnation, vicarious atonement, andthe rest 


of them, Surely, the God.of the universe who | 


* maketh his rain to fall upon the just and the 
unjust,” who notes a ‘ sparrow’s fall,’ who 
rebukes the priest’s neglect and rewards the 
Samaritan’s attention, is more honored in 
the denial of him than im the ascription to 
him of the grewsome creed of cruelty and 
vindictiveness."’

GIVES NEW LOVE THEORY. 


PASTOR THINES CUPID SHOULD 
USE MATHEMATICS, 


Common Sense Methods Proposeéd by 
the Rev. John L. Jackson as Solu- 
tion of Marital Troubles, Although 
School Principal Fails to See How 
Figures Govern Heart Affairs—~ 
Blames Misguided Affection for 
Army of Hobos. 


After fooling the great common. people for 
ages past into believing that love is blind, 
Cupid was shown up yesterday by a Chi- 
cago preacher. 

“Love is not blird; It has a thousand eyes,” 
he said. ‘“* Love is a mathematical problem. 
True love should be carried out as a process 
of reason, founded on cause and effect.” 

In these words the Rev. John L. Jackson, 
pastor of the Hyde Park Baptist church, 
from his pulpit signified that it is high time 
for Cupid to remove thé kerchief from his 
eyes, lay aside his arrows and bow, and get 
busy with algebra. 

The minister declared that the environ- 
ment of the age calls for an “‘ uplift ” along 
the avenues’ of love. The old time triumph 
of sentiment im all things, love especially, 
should give way toa process of mathemati- 
cal reasoning. 

“ Parents make mistakes,’”’ he said, ‘‘.es- 
pecially rich parents, Dy relieving their sons 
of hard tasks. Even against the dictations 
of their parental affection, they should 
reach after the higher ideals of love by 
making their sons work*and withholding 
from them such luxuries as would tend to 
make them snobs. Love trained through 
knowledge and reason is the truest affection. 

“It is this abnormal expression of senti- 
ment, of ill-trained affection, that perpetu- 
ates the endless army of tramps. They exist 
on a deception of people’s sympathy. The 
man who devlares ‘I never turn a man 
asking for bread from my door’ is not bene- 
fiting humanity in the majority of cases.’’ 

Concerning the possibility of solving the 
vexing problems of Cupid by mathematics, 
Principal Loomis of the Hyde Park High 
school expressed an uncertainty. He seemed 
to think mathematics already holds enough 
mysteries for the average student. 

“ Does this imply that it ie a question of 
mathematics merely? My; what a relief! ”’ 
he gaid. ** Now, the average school teacher 
no longer can be accused of not sufficiently 
guarding against the plottings of Cupid.’

Messgge from Mayor Dunne, calling atten- 
tion te the urgent necessity of reaching 
some solution of the telephone question at 
this session, the franchise of the Chicago 
Telephone company having but two years 
to run. 

Message from the mayor calling | attention 
to alleged discrimination in the charges of 
the electric light companies and asking for 
the passage of a “‘ regulator ”’ ordinance. 

Superintendent of Streets Doherty will ask 


for an appropriation of $800,000 to provide. 


for collection of garbage in 1907. 

Submission of a telephone ordinance sought 
by the Illinois Manufacturers’. association 
and backed, it is rumored, by the Inde- 
pendent Telephone association. - This ordi- 
nance was described in The TRIBUNE of yes- 
terday. 

Commonwealth-Edison .ordinances, recom- 
mended for passage by the committee on gas, 
oil, and electric light on May 21, will come 
up, to be made probably a special order 
for Oct. 8. 

Finance committee will “ pass up *’ to the 
council the question of releasing the vouchers 
claimed -by John P. Agnew, contractor for 
the intake and pumping station for the Law- 
rence avenue sewer. Controller McGann re- 
fuses to surrender without a council order 
the money which Agnew has forfeited for 
being behind on hisswork. 


Railroad Ordinance Is Fought. 


Ordinance granting a franchise to the Chi- 
cago and Illinois Western railroad, said to 
be owned by Dolese & Shepard, who are try- 
ing to get a line into Chicago from their quar- 
ries. This is being fought by Ald. Uhlir of 
the Twelfth ward and probably will be re- 
ferred back to the committee on streets and 
alleys west. Uhlir wants the tracks ele- 
vated, 

Cold storage ordinance, “ frozen out’ by 
the former judiciary committee, will be re- 
introduced by: Ald. Dever at the request of 
Health Commissioner Whalen, who is anx- 
ious to have it passed. 

Message from Ald. Young, chairman of the 
committee on gus, ofl, and electric light, sub- 
mitting a lot of telephone data which he se- 
cured during the stummer. 

Somebody is expected ¢o introduce a Dbill- 
board ordinance which expired from neglect 
last spring. 

Ald. Werno, chairman of the committee on 
local transportation, will introduce without 
comment an order permitting the traction 
companies to substitute an improved type of 
rail for the “‘trilby’’ rails provided by the 
city ordinances. 

Amendments for City Sealer. 

Aldermen friendly to City Sealer Grein will 
introduce a number of ordinarices for the 
latter, amending the city code. Oneof them 
will provide for *‘ heaped measure in the form 
ofa cone ."’.for corn in the ear, potatoes, coal, 
large fruits, and other coarse products. 

Another amendment will provide for raising 
the fines for the sale of short weight coal from 
$20 to0.$50, as at present, to $25 to $200. Still 
another améndment will abolish the present 
system of pasting gummed labels on bread to 
indicate its weight.. A system of imprints 
from the bread pans may be substituted. 

Ald. Harrie will ask the passage of resolu- 
tions indorsing the establishment by the 
government of postal savings banks. 

Mayor Dunne announced last night that he 
would not “ stant sponsor ’’ for the telephone 
ordinance submitted by the Illinois Manufac- 
turers’ association, but would turn the mat- 
ter over to the aldermen. 

“ This is the proper time for the council to 
go into the whole telephone question,’ he 
said. “I am glad to see competition enter 
as a factor, though I am not in favor of 
having two companies inthe field. But this 
competition -will force some concessions 
which the city otherwive might be unable to 
obtain."’ 

The committee on local transportation, 
which expected to meet this afternoon, prob- 
ably will not be called before Thursday. The 
only business ahead of it ie. to receive the 
report from experts Cooley, Arnold, and 
Du Pont on the value of the traction proper- 
ties. This, it was said last night, will not be 
ready for several days.

** This is a dreadful affair,”’ Miss Shaw said 
inahe presence of Dr. Deming’s children at 
the Greenwood avenue residence. ‘“‘I had 
known Dr. Deming and Mrs. Deming and all 
his family for years, as they will tell you. 
I knew them in Pana, my home. I came here 
to consult Dr. Deming as a physician, being 
subject to heart disease. He went to the 
hotel at my request and sent up his card, 
following a few minutes later. 


Complained of Feeling Il. 

“The doctor himself complained of feeling 
ill as soon as he entered the room. I sat by 
the window, some distance from him. He 
took some tablets from his pocket, swallowed 
one, I think, and then his head dropped and 
he fell over dead. I notified the hotel au- 
thorities as soon as I could. 

“I did not give an assumed name when I 
registered at the hotel. Why should I have 
done that? Dr. Deming was shown to my

Trade Gossip on 

Watson wired Wrenn: “The Kenmore, 
N. D., News says spring wheat is thrash- 
ing heavy, 16 to 25 bu. No durum has been 
thrashed. Six elevator companies at Ken- 
more return the thrashing on this high aver- 
age. This wheat is on the Missouri slope in 
Ward county, where acreage is several hun- 
dred’ thousand. The yields will suggest that 
there is wheat of high yield to offset low 
ylelds. Trenton, Williams county, N. D., 
gives four thrashings at 30, 55, 28, and 35 bu, 
all spring.” 

“We may have some fractional decline tn 
wheat, but believe it a purchase on any de- 
cline,"* said a commission man. “ The for- 
elgners give indications of taking our spring 
wheats, and the movement from the north- 
west is not sufficient to take care of an ex- 
port demand in addition to our domestic de- 
mand: If the foreigners commence taking 
our wheat we must have larger receipts or 
higher prices.” 

On Oct. 1 C. H. Thayer & Co. will succeed 
to the grain and seed business of the W. R. 
Mumford company. W. R. Mumford will 
continue in the hay and straw business in 
partnership with his son, C. R. Mumford, 
under the firm name of W. R. Mumford & Co. 

Estimated receipts for tomorrow are: 
Wheat, 76 cars; corn, 475 cars; oats, 354 cars; 
rye, 1 car; barley, 48 cars; hogs, 34,000, and 
125,000 for the week. 

Secretary McNabb of the Oklahoma agri- 
cultural department in a message to the 
Santa Fé road estimates the corn crop of that 
state at 125,000,000 bu, which is more than 
double the production of Oklahoma and In- 
dian territory last year and about double 
the government estimate of the yield this 
year. He estimates an increase of 35 per cent 
in area and average production at 50 bu per 
acre. 

Broomhall estimated the world's wheat 
shipments for last week would be about 
10,800,000 bu, of which quantity Europe 
will take about 9,000,000 bu. The act- 
ual shipments the previous week were 
10.852,000 bu, and those of a year ago 10,- 
768.000 bu.

' Trade in Wholesale Lines. 

A sharp recovery in the prices of food- 
stuffs, both for grains and live stock, was a 
feature of the wholesale trade the last week. 
Wheat, corn, and oats advanced sharply 
early in the week, but reacted slightly at the 
close. Corn shipments to the east._have been 
heavy, while the movement to primary mar- 
kets. has béen restricted by the lack of suffi- 
clent car supplies on the western roads. The 
spring wheat movement continued to be ma- 
terfally less than last year at this season, and 
cash wheat premiums in the northwest were 
extremely high, millers being anxious buyers 
of all the available grain offered. 

In other departments of trade there was a 
steady advance noted im the distribution of 
staple goods as compared to previous years, 
the aggregate volume of domestic trade 
being beyond all previous records. Local 
jobbers and wholesalers in dry goods, foot- 
wear, furniture, and hardware reported an 
enormous volume of business, with no indi- 
cations of a falling off for several months. 

The general slowness which has character- 
ized the recovery of the coal market since the 
slackness of midsummer continued, little 
change being noted in the conditions of the 
‘trade, according to the Black Diamond. The 
weather has been too warm to be of any as- 
sistance to the market. Almost every one 
in the coal business is suffering to a greater 
or lese extent from the shortage of cars. 

Fall markets in paints and colors were 
active and gave promise of still further activ- 
ity im October, depending on the weather.

MONEY MARKET DULLS STOCKS.

TYPHOID SPREADS 


fncrease of Disease Blamed to Cans in 
Which Milk Is Brought to 
the City.
